The governor is being urged by the bus- 
iness men to endeavor to settle the trou- 
ble without a resort to the armed force 
of the state. He will decide on his course 
after the conference with the safety com- 
mittee. 

Out of 1,600 troops in this city, at 6 
o'clock tonight 700 had reported at the 
armories or been brought in by corporal's 
guards. It was hard work gathering the 
militiamen. Some of the commands hired 
wagons in which the squads went in 
search of delinquents, while others march- 
ed on foot. The squads had to exercise 
a great deal of patience to refrain from 
resenting the attacks of jeers of the 
crowds on the streets.

The wounded, Guy B. Tucker, city mar- 
shal, shot six times and will die; Dr. Hil- 
ton, wounds not serious; Jim Parnell, not 
serious. 

The shooting is the sequel to the kill- 
ing, on September 18 here, by Dearing of 
Robert Mullens, which followed a wed- 


ding. The Parnells were friends of Mul- 
lens and Thomas Newton was a friend of 
Dearing. ‘ # 
This afternoon Jim Parnell and Newton 
had some words. It is said. that. both 
factions prepared for trouble, and it 
came when they met. It was at 4:30 
o'clock that Dearing, Tucker and Newton 
were walking along in front of the Union 
Grocety Company, on the east side of 
the square, when they met the Parnell 
brothers. Jim Parnell is said to .have 
fied at Newton and in an instant the 
fusilade began. About seventy-five shots 
were fired and the cracking of revolvers 
sounded like a- pitched battle. The men 
were close together and their aim was 
ceadly. It developed into a man-to-man 
affair, Dearing and Tom Parnell empty- 
ing their several pistols at each other at 
a distance so close that when they fell, 
unable to shoot any more, their bodies 
formed a cross. The others were firing 
promiscuously and it is supposed that a 
shot from Marshal Tucker's pistol killed 
Walter: Parnell. Dr. Hilton, who tried to 
separate the men, was also shot, but not

Washington, October $.—The Grand 
Army Bot down to business today, and 
the encampment of the order, besides 
hearing an address from Commander-{n- 
Chief Torrance, and reports from a num- 
ber of officers and committees, elected a 
new head for the ensuing year. The new 
commander-in-chief of the G. A. R. is 
General T. J. Stewart, of Pennsylvania, 
who was a leading candidate for the 
honor a year ago. His competitors to- 
day were General John T. Black, of IIli- 
nois, a former commissioner of pen- 
sions, and Colonel John McElroy, of this 
city. The name of General Daniel 
Sickles, of New York city, was present- 
ed to the convention, but he withdrew 
from the race. The vote was: Stewart, 
467; Black, 272; McElroy, 8. William M. 
Olin, of Massachusetts, was elected vice 
commander-in-chief by a vote of 421 to 
326 for J. L. Smith, of Ohio, and James 
M. Averill, of Georgia, junior vice com- 
mander-in-chief. Averill received 567 
votes, and L. C. Way, of Fiorida, 357. 

Aside from the election of these offi- 
cers the most fnteresting feature of the 
encampment was the report of the pen- 
sion committee of the G. A. R. This 
committee severel? scored the medical 
division of the pension bureau, declar- 
ing that it was a dead line where were 
executed the claims of veterans seeking 
pensions. 

The Woman's Relief Corps, the Daugh- 
ters of Veterans and the Ladies of tho 
G. A. R. also met in annual convention 
today. 

Thousands of veterans and their wives, 
not delegates to either of the organiza- 
tions, attended army corps reunions in 
the big tentg.on the White lot, or spent 
the beautiful October day in . sight- 
seeing. A feature of the late afternoon 
was the dedication of the corner stone 
ef the proposed memorial bridge to con- 
nect Washington with the national 
cemetery at Arlington. Secretary Root 
was the orator of the occasion.

At the session of the Grand Army en- 
campment today a resolution introduced 
by General Edgar Allan, of Virgtnia, was 
adopted expressing the grief of the en- 
campment over the death of Ptésident 
McKinley and its regret over President 


‘Roosevelt's indisposition. 


Commander in Chief Torrance read‘ his 
annual address, and reports of officers 
4. in his address General Tor- 
rance devoted considerable space tod con- 
sideration of the status of the ex-confed- 
erate soldier, repeating, in spirit, his plea 
of a month ago, for the manifestation of 
good will and brotherly kindness toward 
the late adversaries of the members of 
the Grand Army. He said he had been 
prompted in making that appeal by the 
belief that such action would tend to 
bring still closer together all parts of 
the country in the bonds of a common 
citizenship and there were already, he 
added, evidences in the responses re- 
ceived from the southern states that he 
had not miscalculated. Indeed, ne said, 
with but two exceptions the entire press 
of the country had commended the spirit 
of the letter. Continuing on this point 
he said:

Laredo, Tex., October 9.—The report 
sent out today stating that the Mexican 
government had taken possession of the 
National road and wpuld supervise the 
running of trains over the ergire system 
was given out by Captain Thomas Dodd, 
attorney of that road.

Detroit, Mich., October 9.—The delegates 
representing eleven «tates who attended 
the interstate conference of the coal sit- 
uation here today, adopted resolutions to- 
night, after much debate, urging the pres- 
ident to institute civil proceedings look- 
ing to the enforcement of the interstate 
commerce act against the coal companies, 
and criminal proceedings against their of- 
ficers; petitioning the governor of Penn- 
sylvania to call a special sessiqn of the 
legislature of that state to condemn all 
the coal-carrying roads and sufficient of 
the. mines to supply the demands of the 
people. 

A supplemental resolution, offered by 


| Judge Frank E. Garvin, of Indianapolis, 


was also adopted and ordered attached 
to the main resolution. It urges that the 
president institute proceedings to dissolve 
“the present combination of the coal op- 
erators,”’ and to have a receiver appoint- 
ed to operate the mines. The supplemen- 
tal report urges a special session of con- 
gress, if it is impossible at present for 
the president to take this action. 

The radical element, represented by Vic- 
tor L. Berger, of Milwaukee, wanted more 
radical resolutions—wanted them to de- 
clare for seizure and operation of the 
‘mines by the government and govern- 
mental ownership. 

John C. Nelson, of Logansport, Ind., 
contended that ‘the government should 
send a force of men, headed by some 
conservative man like General Leonard 
Wood, to open the mines immediately and 
give the country coal. 

Mr. Berger offered a-minority - report, 
requesting the president to call an extra 
session and seize and operate the coal 
mines. 

W. C. P. Brekinridge, of Kentucky, 
made the principal speech in favor of the 
majority resolutions. He contended that 
there was no possibility of doing what the 
minority resolution proposed. ‘‘We know,”’ 
he said, “that even if congress were called 
in extra session, the senate would not per- 
mit the president to seize the mimes. There 
ean be no question as. between ‘violence 
and force and appealing to law. We are 
a lawmaking and tawabiding race.”

The Resolutions Adopted. 

Mayor Maybury was made chairman. of 
@ committee to forward the resolutions 
to President Roosevelt. The resolutions 
follow, in part: 

“Resolved, That this conference, hav- 
*nge bac1 advised by eminent. counsel, 
that under the various acts of congress, 
known as the interstate commerce act, 
the Sherman enti-trust -act and other. 
statutes, there are sufficient remedies 
for this present condition. 

“We urge upon the president the ne- 
cessity and expediency of instructing the 
attorney general to institute civil pro- 
ceedings in the proper courts against 
the managers, directors, officers and 
agents of all such corporations for vio- 
lation of both the above named acts. 

“Third. To direct the inter-state com- 
merce commissiion to at once inquire 
into the reasonableness of the rates of 
transportation charged by the coal 
transportation companies, and any other 
violations of the inter-state commercs 
act, and cause that tribunal to make 
application to the courts for an injunc- 
tion to festrain further exercise of 
such abuse and viclation. 

“Fourth. To have congress confér 
upon the inter-state commerce commis- 
sion the absolute power to fix and de- 
termine the rates of transportation upon 
inter-state commerce. 

“Resolved, That the government that 
possesses the right of eminent domain 
can, and should, exercise that right in 
behalf of the people when, by such ex- 
ercise great public wrong can be right- 
ed and great public suffering averted. 

“Resolved, That we respectfully pe- 
tition the governor of Pennsylvania, un- 
less the strike is speedily settled, to 
call for a special session of the Penn- 
sylvania legisleture and recommend: to 
it the passage of a law providing for the 
condemnation by the state, at fair and 
just compensation of all the coal car- 
rying roads in Pennsylvania, and of suf- 
ficient of the anthracite coal lands to 
enable the state to operate the anthra- 
cite coal mines so as to supply the de- 
mands of the American public and pend- 
ing the ascertainment of their value, to 
take immediate possession of such coal 
mines by receivers, to be appointed by 
the court pursuant to statute who shall 
at once take Possession of said mines 
and rail-oads, and opercte the same. 

“And be it further resolved, That we 
respectfully request the president of 
the United States to cal) a special ses- 
sion of the house of representatives and 
recommegd to it the appointment of a 
committee to investigate the cause and 
origin of the present disastrous strike 
and to place the blame therefor upon

Birmingham, England, October 9.—The 
much discussed conference of the liberal 
ynionists, which was called by Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain to formulfte the 
attitude of the Birmingham liberal union- 
jsts toward the education bill, was held 
here today. 

Mr. Chamberlain presided at the meet- 
Ing and enunciated his views ina lengthy 
address. He acknowledged that the bill 
was not perfect, but said the Nberal 
unionists must not split on that point. 
He said he had always been in favor of 
the government providing only secular 
education, but rightly or wrongly the ma- 
jority of the country required that relig- 
jous instruction of some kind be given it. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that one thing 
was definitely certain, namely,that the 
bill would not be withdrawn. He said the 
government could not withdraw it with- 
out a tremendous loss of prestige. In 
conclusion Mr. Chamberlain announced 
that if the government was defeated on 
this bill it would resign. He warned his 
hearers to mark that, and to remember 
the consequences.

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ALL OF THEM WHITEWASHED. 


Cases Against Remount Establish- 
ment of England. 

London, October 9.—The report of the 
court of inquiry which investigated the 
chrages against the remount establish- 
ment of the British army was published 
in a blue book today. With the excep- 
tion of a couple of minor cases the re- 
port not only whitewashes all concerned, 
so far as the alleged irregularities are 
concerned, but finds that the unprece- 
dented’ demands on the remount estab- 
lishment were met with extraordinary 
success. The commissioners point out 
that the wastage of horses in South Afri- 
ca reached the enormous rate of 120 per 
cent. They express satisfaction at the ar- 
rangements made for the conveyances of 
horses and thei: recommendation at the 
various ports of shipment, with the ex- 
ception of New Orleans, in the earlier 
Stages of the war, and Gibraltar. Atten- 
tion is drawn to the excellent laws gov- 
erning the transport ef animals by rail 
in the United States and Argentina. 

The commissioners find that the system 
of purchase abroad met the requirements 
of the public service, but it would have 
been less open to criticism if the re- 
mount estbalishment had cut loose from 
the fault of pervading the many depart- 
ments of the British service, namely, the 
suspicions of its officers of the assistance 
of those outside their own department, 
and had utilized the assistance tendered 
by the British military attaches at Wash- 
ington and Vienna. Commenting on the 
report The Westminster Gazette says: 

“It will hereafter rank as a_ British 
classic, as a most subtle and beautiful de- 
scription of the workimg of a British in- 
stitution and of the manner in waich it 
is justified when exposed to criticism. 
According to the report, the remount es- 
tablishment had only one drawback. It 
never contemplated the possibility of the 
outbreak of war.”’

Declares Competition with Other Con- 
cerns Is the Only Danger That 
Confronts Anyone.

“‘When I saw ‘the article iv this morn- 
ing’s Constitution about the dam at Bull 
Sluicé endangering the “dity, water 
works,” said Forrest Adair, the vice 
president of the Atlanta Water and Elec- 
tric Power Company, “I stipposéd 4t° was 
just a simple sensation’ gettemrup by 
some one, or perhaps that, the, water 
board needed a good day’s auting, and 
that thts would be good territory to have 
a sort of picnic and bird -nunt. 

“TI still think it amounts to something 
of this sort, as we have consulted the 
finest engineers in the United States on 
the subject, and they are unanimously 
of the opinion that our dam and the 
development we are putting in there 
will not injure anybody down the river 
from us.in the slightest degree, much 
less interfere with the water supply 
of the city of Atlanta, as we put every 
drop of water we use back into the 
river 8 or 10 miles above the pumping 
station. 

“The only exception to this is that 
we may compete with the electric com- 
pany already here in furnishing power 
and light to the city, and might in- 
terfere in some degree with the high- 
priced coal here by supplying power to 
this city and thus obviating in a con- 
siderable meagure the purchase of high- 
priced coal. “The only possible conflict 
is between the existing electric com- 
pany and the peopie wno want to sell 
high-priced coal, 

“it sounds really ridiculous when we 
hear that the city of Columbus below 
us igs developing this same river for miles 
and miles, and that all over the country, 
at St. Paul, Montreal and all about, 
they are reaching out to take advan- 
tage of the water power that is avaii- 
apie and bring electricity into the cities. 

“The only aanger the city waterworks 
could be in from this electricity being 
brought here would be electroiysis tu 
their pipes, and if they cah stand what 
ethey are getting now I don’t suppose 
there will pe any compjaint about what 
we do. We heard a gvod deal a few 
years ago about electrolysis, and I am 
certain there is a more fruitful field for 
investigation along these lines than there 
is going 15 miles avove Atlanta ‘projickin’ 
arouna our dam.

Anthracite Quoted at $15, 
But There Is None in the 
Market. 


ATLANTA COAL MAN TALKS 
ABOUT THE SITUATION 


Many Atlantans Have Only Hard 
Coal Furnaces in Their Homes, 
and the Hardship Will Fall 
on Them Also—No Re- 

Hef Is in Sight. 


Anthracite coal in Atlanta at this time 
is priced at $15 per ton, and none can be 


had at that price. 

“There is practically no anthracite in 
the city, none coming, and none could 
set here -vithin two months were the 
strike to come to en end today,” sald 
a local coal dealer yesterday. 

There is by no menas any danger of a 
bituminous coal famine tn Atianta, as 
there seems to be an abundant supply on 
hand, but the trouble in the anthracite 
regions and the great scarcity of that 
coal has greatly increased the demand 
for bituminous coal, and consequently 
caused the price of soft coal to soar. 

Bituminous coal can be bought in At- 
lanta now for $6 per ton, whersas it was 
$1 cheaper this time last year. This, it is 
thovght, will-work a great hardship upon 
the working classes in the city, while the 
difference of $1 per ton seems a small 
difference to the man with the money, yet 
it makes a considerable difference to the 
wage earner. 

Yet the poor man will not be the only 
sufferer in Atlanta this winter, for in 
most of the homes of the wealthy an- 
thracite coal is used, and only anthracite 
can be used satisfactorily in the hot-air 
furnaces, and the majority of these homes 
are equipned with furnaces orly. 

Atlanta Coal Man Talks. 

One of Atlanta's !eadirg coal dealers, in 
speakirg of the matter yesterday gave 
cut the following interview: 

“With reference to the existing condi- 
tions in the coal market, the following 
facts will throw some light on the sub- 
ject: 

“The Southern ra'‘ilroad is not sufficient- 
ly equipped with cars to give proper ser- 
vice to thei: patrons. All of the mines 
located alung their system are handi- 
capped on account of the lack of cars. 
Some of them advise us that they have 
not been able to get in more than a day 
or eighteen hcvrs’ run in a week's time; 
others advise us that unless they take 
‘the railroad ccntracts it is practically 
impossible for them to get cars with 
which to do tustness. Those mines hav- 
ing contracts for the supply of railroad 
fuel are being amply supplied with cars. 

“The demands of the Southern railroad 
are prorated among a number of the 
mines, and they demand that their coal 
be loacGed tefore any of the commercial 
‘coal is forwarded. Some days the car 
supply is not much in excess of their ac- 
tual demands. 

‘‘A number of the small mines have 
been closed dcwn on account of their 
inability to adjust labor differences. The 
Brushy Mountain mines, operated by the 
state of Tenressee, with convict labor, 
a mine frcem which the principal supply 
of steam coal for the Atlanta market Is 
obtained, advises that the Cincinnati 
Southern ra‘lroad demands of them four- 
fifths of their entire outrut before a2 car 
can be forwarded elsewhere;. otherwise 
they will get no cars. On account of the 
conditicns mentioned, viz: car supply, 
strikes and unprecedented railroad de- 
mands, tcgether with unusual activity 
in the iron markets, it is practically im- 
possible to kecp up with the demands of 
the trade. 

“No great blame is attached to the 
Southern railrcad for the great scarcity. 
They have recently transported their coal 
ehipments with unusual] celerity, and are 
giving satisfactory service. 

Clamor in the North. ° 

“The northern markets, realizing that 
winter is at hand, are clamoring for coal 
at almost any price. As a result of this, 
cecal from the Virginias, which has usu- 
ally supplied the cotton mill industries 
of the Carclinas, has been withdrawn 
from their usual market. The various in- 
dvstries in the Carolinas have, therefore. 
of recent date been seeking a supply of 
fuel from Teuanessee and Alabama—our 
natural coal fields. As a result, the usual 
demand, together with the lack of cars, 
has created a fictitious value, and we see 
no reason for a special disturbance in 
this market unless undu2 excitement is- 
created, and for which we can see no 
solid fourdation at this time. . 

“The dealers, realizing this condition 
of affairs was bound -to come, have 
stocked as much domestic coal as possi- 
ble, and, while the prices are higher 
than formerly, we see no reason for im- 
inediate excitement 3s regards that grade 
of coal. There is, however, a large de- 
mand for steam fuel, and a great 
scarcity.” :

“Southern California has been convert- 
ed from a desert into a garden by the 
application of this ——— There are to- 
day in southern California south of Teha- 
chapi Pass 350,000 people where thirty 
years ago there was only 30,000, The 
wealth of the country has increased more 
rapidly than, the population. This entire 
increase in wealth and population has 
been caused by the making of two blades 
of grass to grow where only one grew 
before, and this has been done by spend-

‘MENS CROUNDED

‘ne big ships came together with a tre- 
mendouvs crash that could easily be heard 
Many people on sullivan 
jsiand were awakened by the jarring end 
giinding noise as the powertul timbers 
were shattered to splinters. ‘ine Iro- 
quois drove ‘er sharp stem into the 
other vecse!l’s hull on the port side, just at 
the break of the forecastie cieck, staving 
g@ gaping hole in her, W feet wide and 
extending below the water line. 

‘The bows of the iroquolis, 10 feet on the 
starboard and 2 feet on the port side, were 
wrecked and, from hawse pipes up, the 
gtem was twisted and wrenched out of all 
gnape. 

When the ships extricated themselves 
from each other Captain Bearse shouted 
to the other skipper that his ship was 
filling rapidly, and to prevent nér going 
down at once he ran her up on the sand 
at Cummings Point. about 300 yards dis- 
tant.

0 PAY BIG DEBT 


Mississippi Has Obligations 
of Over Half Million Dol- 
lars To Meet. 


TWO HUNDRED THOUSAND 
IN VAULTS OF TREASURY 


Enormous Sum Saved in Interest in 
Using Funds on Hand in Con- 
struction of State Capitol 
Building—Other News 
Notes of Interest. 


Jackson, Miss., October 9.—(Special.)— 
With outstanding obligations to be met 
next month amounting to over a half mil- 


| lion dollars, and only $200,0w now in the 


vaults of the treasury, it will be neces- 
sary for the state of Mississippi to make 
an issue of bonds within the next thirty 
days, and it is probable that the first 
issue wil] exceed +.60,000. 

The state funds have been at a low 
ebb for the past three months, owing to 
the fact that the tax payments for the 
fiscal year have nearly all been made, 
and the expense of erecting the new state 
house has been a heavy drain on the 
finances. Thus far the structure, which 
is rapidly nearing completion, has been 
erected without the issuance of a single 
bond, although the legislature authorized 
a million-dollar issue, but the state offi- 
cials wisely deemed it best to use the 
general fund of the treasury to the limit. 
and thus save a goodly sum in interest 
and also reduce the maximum of the 
issue. 

In November the treasury will be com- 
pelled to pay out $200,000 for state pen- 
sions, $27,000 for the Chickasaw school 
fund, and about $250,000 for the current 
expenses of government. The last legis- 
lature authorized the use of the state 
house bond issue for the general fund, 
and the bonds will run for a period of 
thirty years and bear interest at 4 per 
cent. 

Central Baptist Association. 

The Central Baptist Association, com- 
posed of a large number of the strongest 
churches of the denomination in Mis- 
sissippi, convened in the Second Baptist 
church in this city this morning with 
about 100 ministers and delegates pres- 
ent. The opening sermon was delivered 
by Dr. W. T. Lowrey, president of MIS- 
sissippi college. .The association will be 
in session three days, during which a 
large volume of business concerning 
church growth and missionary work is to 
be transacted. The reports of the sec- 
retary and treasurer show the association 
to be in good financial shape. ; 

Inspection of Hailways. 

The members of the Mississippi railroad 
commission will commence thetr annual 
inspection of the railway lines in the 
state during the latter part of the month, 
and the inspection will be in progress 
about three weeks, during which time the 
commissioners are expected to travel 
over each mile of territory assigned to 
them and report on the prevalent condi- 
tions. Heretofore the inspections have 
been of a rather formal nature, and ac- 
complished little good save to familiarize 
the commissionerg with the railway of- 
ficials and the. method of operation em- 
ployed by the various lines. 

Timber Rights on State Lands. 

State Land Commissioner Nall hag or- 
dered the board of supervisors of Jones 
county to suspend the contract made 
with the Eastman-Gardiner Lumber Com- 
pany for the lease of sixteenth section 
lands in that county until he can investi- 
gate the charge made that the timber 
rights on the lands are being sold at 
a ridiculously low figure. According to 
the statements made to the land com- 
missioner, the timber rights were sold for 
$900, when in reality they are worth from 
$20,000 to $25,000.

Object of President in Naming Roulhac 
in Alabama. 


ROOSEVELT’S FIRST CHOICE 


Gossip to Effect That Respectable 
Party Was To Be Built Up in 
South Silenced—Central Cam- 
paign Committee at Work.

Montgomery, Ala., October 9.—(Special.) 
A story goes here that Mr. 
would have appointed Judge Roulhac dis- 
trict attorney in the first instance but 
for the interpretation put upon the ap- 
pointment of Judge Jones by the south- 
ern newspapers. He did not want to ap- 
point Vaughan, He especially felicitated 
himself in having risen above all partisan 
considerations in the selection of a fed- 
eral judge, taking the position that the 
judiciary should be above politics, and he 
felt that the people here would credit 
him with high motives.

There is a general disposition now 
to credit the president with a desire to 
shake politics altogether in the appoint- 
ment and sipmly give the people a good

FR TS WATER 


Welch Resolution, Cutting Off Free 
Service, Now in Force 


of Water Commissioners Will 
Meet in Special Session This 
Morning and the Matter 
Will Come Up for Fur- 
ther Consideration. 


The resolution by Alderman M. M. 
Welch, introduced during a meeting of 
the board of water commissioners some 
weeks ago, requiring the county to pay 
for ail the water used at the jail and 
the courthouse, is now in effect. 

It is estimated that the amount of wa- 
ter used at the two buildings during 
twelve months will aggregate $3,000 or 
$4,000. a 
The water board will hold a special 
meeting this morning, beginning at 9 
o'clock, and the matter will then come 
up for consideration according to a 
statement made by a member of the 
board yesterday. That an effort will 
be made to either kill the resolution 
outright or make it ineffectual by laying 
ft on the table for an indefinite period, 
geems very likely, but whether it will 
gucceed remains to be sé@en. 

The Welch resolution provided that 
tle county should begin paying for the 
water used at the jail and court house 
October 1. At the next meeting of the 
board it was agreed to hold up the col- 
lection of the water bill unt!l the meet- 
ing following, which occurred last Wed- 
nesday. During that session the reso- 
lution was not even discusseq and is, 
therefore, in force. 

The author of the measure, when seen 
yesterday and asked about the resolution 
and the general idea prevailing that 
it would not be pressed after the county 
board had agreed to cooperate with the 
city in extending the asphalt paving on 
South Pryor street from Kenny's alley 
to Alabama street, stated he knew of no 
official or binding action having been 
taken in regard to the matter. s 
“I saw in the papers at the time,” 
said Mr. WeicT, “that the board of coun- 
ty commissioners had authorized the 
paving work continued, the idea being 
that the county would not be cent off 
from its free water service. If any of- 
ficial arrangement was made preventing 
the establishment of a pay system, 
by the county for city water, I have 
no knowledge of it.” 

From what Mr. Welch said it is to he 
presumed that he will insist upon his 
resolution. That he &@ftticipates having 
sufficient votes in the water board to 
enforce it is certain. The meeting of 
the water board today will, therefore. 
be an interesting one unless al] signs 
fail. When the question of cutting off 
all free water services was being agi- 
tated the board of county commission- 
ers were understood to be on the point 
of refusing to assist the city in the 
extension of the asphalt pavin 
street if the cbiaty wis to Ss ohacaed 
for the water consumed at the jail and 
the court house.

Additions were made to the live stock 
exhibits over in. the old machinery build- 
ing yesterday, until by evening all of 
the pens were filled with a prize win- 
ning lot of cattle, sheep and domestic 
animals.

EXHIBIT OF CHILDREN 
ATTRACTS ATTENTION 

One of the greatest exhibits at the 
Interstate fair is that of the children 
from the grammar schools of Atlanta 
under the direction of Professor E. E. 
Utterback, assisted by Miss Rebecca 
Vaughn and Hugh Paschal. This exhibit 
occupies a considerable space in tne big 
building to the right of the entrance, 
which is given over to the displays of 
Atlanta merchants and manufacturers. 

Many of the branches of manual train- 
ing now in vogue in the public schools 
are illustrated in the most practical way 
by pupils from the sixteen different in- 
stitutions of learning who are in regular 
session at the fair grounds. By special 
permigsion of the board of education those 
who meet at the fair gtounds are con~ 
sidered present at school, and it would 
seem that the millennium is already at 
hand when you think that no one wants 
to play “hookey’’ at the fair sessions, but 
rather any absence is ldoked upon as the 
very greatest of misfortunes. 

And this fair school Is certainty the real 
thing from the children’s point of view. 
Not only are the rules regarding whis- 
pering off altogether, but the scholars 
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kind of work, and just to prevent there 
being any such thing as a lack of amuse- 
ment the Fifth regiment band, near by, 
furnisnes music to liven things up a bit 
now and then. 

Then there is.no school room with the 
same old windows and the same old maps 
and the same old desks and all that sort 
of thing. It is all different in the session 
held at the fair. In the first place, there 
are no desks and @very one moves around 
from one bench to another and discusses 
subjects of mutual interest. But while 
there is so much freedom there is also 
conscientinuzx devotion to the work in 
hand and some of the articles turned out 
by these industrious little workmen and 
working. women. are deserving of the 
greatest praise. 

Professor Utterback looks upon the pres- 
ent exhibit as a practical demonstration 
of the great object of the manual train- 
ing as it is now carried on in the schools. 
It is his idea that the little child may 
ibe taught to put her thoughts.ipto con- 
crete form by the intelligent making of 
doll clothes or for the youngster still in 
skirts to learn lessons of real benefit from 
the building of fortifications in mud. Of 
course, these are the primary steps that 
with advancement lead to the making of 
useful and ornamental furnishings about 
the home or the gewing of garments that 
can be worn by the maker. 

Any way, the happiest school children 
in all Atlanta are those who just now 
are in session at the fair with the per- 
mission to change their seats whenever 
they, want to, with al) kinds of interest- 
ing sights for immediate environment and 
a military band to fill in the waits. As one 
youngster put it to the reporter, “It’s just 
like recess all the time.’’ Which proves 
that times have changed greatly since 
Shakespeare wrote about the school boy 
creeping like a snail to school and the 
part hardest to belleve about this won- 
derful institution of learning is that the 
only thing tne scholars don‘t like is when 
the session is over and they are dismiss- 
ed and have to go home. 
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PRIZES WILL BE AWARDED 
ON CHILDREN’S DAY, OCT. 18 

Saturday, October 18, will be Children’s 
day at the fair and plans have already 
been perfected to make the occasion a 
gala event. 

The street car company has granted a 
round trip rate of 5 cents to the grounds 
and the admission to the fair on that 
day will be 10 cents for all children, It 
is expected that more than 6,000 children 
will visit the fair and all sorts of spe- 
cial attractions will be arranged for their 
amusement. 

The Manufacturers’ Association has of- 
fered thirty-six cash prizes to be com- 
-peted for by the pupils in each of the 
sixteen city grammar schools and the 
two high schools, and the exercises of 
the awards will be made in the building 
occupied by the manufacturers’ exhibit 
on the morning of Children’s day.

The principal in each school will be 
the judge as ‘to the excellenee of. the 
compositions submitted by the pupils in 
that school, while Professor E. E. Utter- 
bach, instructor in manual training in 
the public schools, will be the judge 
of exhibits in that class of work. En- 
tries in both ocntests should be made sev- 
eral: days before Childfen'’s day in order 
that specimens may be passed upon by 
the judges in ample time. | 

The concert for the children will begin 
at 11 o’clock on the morning of October 
18. This will occupy possibly half an 
hour. The exercises following will con- 
sume about an hour and at 2:30 o’clock 
in the afternoon there will be a matinee 
at the horse show, a feature of which 
will be the exhibition drill by members 
of the Seventh United States cavalfy. 
This exhibition will last about t®o hours, 
and after it is over the children will 
have plenty of time to view the grounds 
again before starting for home.
